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Tax rate cut 6 1/3 cents; 
higher tax bills seen

Upland City Council has lowered 
the city tax rate by 6 1/3 cents, but 
property owners will still pay higher 
taxes because of increases in assess- 
ed valuations averaging 28.3 per- 
cent. 

At a special meeting Aug. 24 the 
council adopted an official tax rate 
of $1.8064 per $100 of assessed 
valuations compared to a rate of 
$1.8690 during 1976-77. 

The council also approved an ad- 
ditional 2 percent raise for all 
employes. The raise will become 
effective Oct. 1. 

The council had previously 
granted employes a 5-percent raise 
and promised to consider an ad-

ditional raise after all revenue 
figures became available in August. 

The increase in assessments 
allowed the council to provide the 
employe raise, restore general 
funds reserves, and still lower the 
tax rate. 

The budget originally had been 
formulated with an expected rise in 
assessments of 12.5 percent. The 
28.3 percent increase in assessments 
will bring the city $188,628 more 
than was expected when the budget 
was set. 

During budget deliberations the 
council discussed the merits of rais- 
ing, lowering and maintaining the 
previous tax rate. 

Councilmembers, who have also 
been hit with increased assessed 
valuations, noted the heavy burden 
of property taxes for the city’s 
homeowners. 

But the council said the need to 
reduce taxes was offset by higher 
costs for government services and 
increasing requests for services 
from residents who have asked for 
increased tree trimming and street 
sweeping as well as additional play- 
ing fields for the city’s children. 

In setting the tax rate the council 
also considered inflation and possi- 
ble tax reforms which could affect 
the city in the future. 

Council members had said that 
perhaps the tax rate should be rais- 
ed little by little so that residents 
will not be hit with a large increase 
when inflation finally catches up 
with the city. 

The council also feared to cut the 
city tax rate in case 1977-78 is used 
as a base year for setting future tax- 
es. 

Reforms being considered by the 
state legislature could limit the city 
tax rate to the level levied this year 
without considering inflation-caused 
cost increases. 


Questions of tax philosophy and 
future possibilities aside, the coun- 
cil decided to cut the tax rate 6 1/3 
cents. Some members had earlier 
hoped for a larger cut. 

Mayor George Gibson noted that 
the city’s tax reduction would have 
little impact on residents’ tax bills 
since the city receives only 15 per- 
cent of the taxes levied on a proper- 
ty. 
San Bernardino County and local 
school districts receive the majority 
of the property tax bill. 

In other action at the special 
Aug. 24 meeting the council ap- 
proved a Memorial Park site for a 
little league senior baseball dia- 
mond. 

The league had earlier been refus- 
ed sites at the Greenbelt Park 
because of safety problems and at 
Pioneer Park because of opposition 
from residents. 

The approved site, south of 

Memorial Park and east of San An- 
tonio Community Hospital, will re- 
quire removal of 150 trees of the 220 
on the parcel. Trees will be retained 
around the boundary of the field to 
provide screening and a wind 
barrier. 
- The council instructed Upland 
Foothill Little League officials to 
work out loudspeaker and lighting 
placement so that games would not 
disturb patients at San Antonio 
Community Hospital. 

The city will periodically review 
the site to be sure that parking for 
the ball field does not cause 
problems for nearby residents, the 
hospital, or others using Memorial 
Park. 

The little league hopes to com- 
plete the field in time for the start of 
the baseball season next spring. The 
new site will allow future expansion 
of the league to serve more Upland 
teenagers.

Church groups, residents join in project

Church groups and residents 
throughout the West End have 
joined with corrections officials and 
inmates to esteablish a visitors 
center for more than 10,000 people 
who visit three Chino prison 
facilities each month. 

Family members and friends 
visiting inmates presently have few 
information or comfort facilities, 
according to Dorothy Bingham, 
representative of Church Women 
United of the West End. 

Women have no place to leave 
their small children while visiting 
husbands at California Institute for

Men (CIM), Mrs. Bingham said and 
added they don’t even have a place 
to change a baby’s diapers or fix a 
bottle for a hungry infant. 

Friends Outside, West End 
chapter hopes to change that 
situation by purchasing and 
installing a mobile home visitors 
center which will serve CIM, 
California Institute for Women 
(CIW) and the Youth Training 
School (YTS). 

A visitors center will assist in the 
important ask of maintaining family 
ties for people who are inmates at 
local prisons, according to Friends 
Outside Director Peggy Morris.

Research shows that family ties, 
measured by the frequency of visits, 
is the most important factor in 
helping an inmate adjust to normal 
community life after release from 
prison, she noted. 

Friends Outside has set a Nov. 5 
target date to dedicate the visitors 
center, which will be located at the 
entrance to CIM. 

In the meantime the group is 
holding a fund - raising drive to p r- 
chase the mobile home unit to house 
the visitors center. 

By early August nearly one-fourth 
of the necessary funds had been 
received from church groups and

individuals. Now Friends Outside is 
seeking to involve other church and 
community groups as well as 
individuals. 

Transportation is one of the most 
important services which will be 
offered by the visitors center. 

The task force estimates that 
$20,000 will be needed to purchase 
the mobile home and to provide 
furnishings and landscaping. 

Public transportation presently 
serves only CIM, leaving visitors 
with no way to reach CIW or YTS 
unless they have cars available. 

Friends Outside will provide 
transportation between the visitors 
center and the reception centers at 
the three facilities. 

The visitors center will welcome 
visitors and inform first-time 
visitors about regulations and 
identification necessary to visit 
inmates. 

A refreshment and rest area will 
be provided for visitors, many of 
whom come a long distance on buses 
or airplanes to visit inmates. 

Children’s facilities will include 
supervised play areas and child 
care, as well as changing and 
feeding facilities. 

The center will assist visitors with 
family visiting problems and will 
provide complete information and 
referral services. 

Mrs. Bingham said Friends 
Outside combines prison officials 
and staff, community groups, and 
individual volunteers. 

Churches have been especially 
strong in supporting the inmate 
assistance group. Local 
congregations represented in the 
formation and continuation of 
Friends Outside include Episcopal 
Churches in Upland, Ontario and 
Chino; Catholic and Presbyterian 
churches in Claremont, a Baptist 
church in Ontario, and the Unitarian 
Society in Montclair. 


The advisory committee also 
includes Ontario Mayor Paul 
Treadway, Claremont 
Councilwoman Claire McDonald and 
Pomona Superior Court Judge 
Roberta Ralph. 


Prison officials are assisting by 
providing the land for the center. 
And inmates too will have a part in 
the project since they will be 
responsible for installing a parking 
lot and children’s play area. 


Both inmates and staff members 
have donated funds toward the 
project.

like to be disabled. 


Glacier: 


70 feet in 37 years 


A 10 - day field trip last September 
to the North Palisade Glacier, the 
largest glacier in California’s Sierra 
Nevada mountain range, has led to 
observations about the glacier that 
seem to be in conflict with accepted 
scientific theories, according to Dr. 
Dee D. Trent, Citrus College 
geology and geography instructor 
who led the five - person study trip. 

Trent and his group, using the 
latest in surveying equipment, 
discovered that the surface of the 
glacier (at 12,000 feet elevation) is 
70 feet lower than it was in 1940 — 
lower than to be expected based on 
evidence that the world’s average 
temperature has dropped about 1.5 
degrees centigrade in that same 
period. 

The cooling of the earth should 
have caused the glacier to retreat 
more slowly, Trent suggests. 

He has received permission from 
the U.S. Forest Service to minotor 
the glacier’s movement for the next 
few years. 

Trent plans to do field work at the 
site for about two weeks each year 
at the end of August. He has aleady 
studied records and photographs 
dating back to 1925 and done 
extensive research. 

The forest service has authorized 
him to place 30 temporary markers 
on the surface of the glacier and 
four temporary markers on 
boulders along the leading edge of 
the glacier. The government agency 
has also given permission to embed 
three permanent brass reference 
markers in rock — the key to 
accurate surveying, Trent noted. 

Trent, an avowed ecologist, has no 
quarrel with the forest service’s 
requirement that the ‘’scenic 
esthetic values of the area’’ must be 
protected, and he carefully outlined 
the procedures he would follow on 
conducting the research project. 

For example, the three major 


bench marks will be mounted flush 
with the rock surface and est in 
epoxy. The four marks along the 
edge of the glacier will be large 
boulders marked with lead and 
tacks which, Trent suggested, 
“could be easily removed, except 
for the small holes, of course, when 
the work is completed.” 

‘“‘We would also like to paint small 
marks on the rocks to aid in 
relocating the stations from year to 
year and believe that the paint could 
be removed with paint remover and 
wire brush at the conclusion of the 
project,”’ he said. 

He will monitor the glacier to 
‘‘determine the present shape of the 
glacier surface and to measure 
possible changes in its shape ... to 
determine its rate of flow and to 
determine its thickness.”’ 

Trent is well qualified to conduct 
both the on-site research and the 
formal study. He holds a BS degree 
in geology from University of 
Southern California and a Ph.D. 
degree from the department of geo- 
sciences, University of Arizona. He 
has been involved in both summer 
and winter mountaineering since the 
1950s and was a research participant 
in the study of an Alaskan glacier as 
part of the Juneau Icefield Research 
Project. 

Helping him plan the 1976 field 
trip and taking part in the expedition 
was Robert L. McDonnell, Citrus 
College physics and engineering 
instructor, also an experienced 
mountain climber. The other three 
participants were students Gregory 
Stevens, Barry Bowman and Walter 


Stephens. 

“They are enthusiastic about 
returning next fall to resume 
measurements and other Citrus 
students are also volunteering,” 
Trent said. Students may profit 
most from the experience. 

Trent was granted a one-semester 
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Wolff, disabled since 19, 
works with the stars 


What is it like to perform 
alongside such celebrities as Jane 
Fonda, Jon Voight and Bruce Dern? 

Ask Howard Wolff, La Verne 
College’s coordinator for blind and 
disabled students, who earlier this 
year spent six weeks in front of the 
cameras with the stars, filming the 
United Artists motion picture, 
“Coming Home.” 

“T was at a meeting of the BADD 
(Blind, Aged, Deaf and Disabled) 
Action Coalition, as part of my job,” 
Wolff recalled. ‘‘The speaker men- 
tioned that a movie company was in 
need of persons in wheelchairs to 
serve as extras in the film. I check- 
‘ed it out, did a screen test and got 
the part.” 

Clearly, Wolff has not let the 
swimming accident he suffered at 
age 19, which paralyzed him from 
the shoulders down, interfere with 
his interest in acting. In high school 
he was active in drama productions 
He has been involved in ap- 
proximately 10 plays since becom- 
ing disabled. 

“T’ve always been interested in 
acting and try to get involved in a 
play whenever I have time,” Wolff 
said. 

Rubbing shoulders with Fonda and 
Voight is not quite the same as being 
in a community theatre production, 
however. When asked his impres- 
sion of working in such close 
quarters with the luminaries, Wolff 
remarked that ‘It seemed unusually 
casual. We had a lot of time on our 
hands between takes, so there was 
time to chat and get to know 
people.” 

Contrary to what many may 
gather about her in the news media, 
Wolff said he found Fonda delightful 
to work with. 

“She is a more sensitive, positive, 
warm person than some people 
might think,” he related. ‘‘She’s 
really a beautiful person, very easy 
to get to know.” 

Wolff discovered Voight to be 


sabbatical leave in 1976 by Citrus 
College for the project. He wrote in 
his report to the administration and 
trustees: ‘In addition to yielding 
information of interest to the 
scientific community we are able to 
incorporate students in the actual 
research so that (they)-are able to 
see and put into practice concepts 
from the classroom and laboratory 
that are covered in geology, physics, 
mathematics and mountaineering. 
The experience of students 
becoming involved in active 
research while still lower classmen 
has no counterpart in any classroom 
or laboratory; quite possibly this 
aspect may be the most important 
part of the project.’ 

The 11,000 - 13,000 - foot 
“classroom in the sky” offered

rather introspective and con- 
templative: “I felt his attitude 
toward life was similar to mine. We 
talked some; not a whole lot. But I 
felt a certain closeness to him.” 

The plot revolves around a 
relationship between Fonda, who 
plays a nurse in a veteran’s hospital, 
and Voight, who portrays a disabled 
Vietnam veteran there. An un- 
derstanding of the conditions of a 
disabled person’s daily life was 
necessary in character development 
for both Fonda and Voight, and 
Wolff was able to offer them some 
insight 

“There is a scene where Luke 
(Voight) and Sally (Fonda) become 
intimate with each other. Jane was 
not sure how she could approach the 
scene, so she spoke with another dis- 
abled guy and myself about what it 
was like to be disabled and have a 
sex life. We really got to talking 
about the nitty gritty. 

“Tt was evident to me as we talk- 
ed, though, that not only was she in- 
terested in learning about this for 
her part, but also in understanding 
and empathizing from a_ personal 
standpoint. I was impressed by 
that.” 

‘Commenting on the nature of the 
film, Wolff said, ‘‘People’s 
stereotypes will not be met. Those 
expecting an anti-war film may 
walk away disillusioned.” 

The film, directed by Hal Ashby 
(‘Bound For Glory’’ and ‘Harold 
and Maude’’), takes place in the late 
60s. 

“It is basically a story about the 
relationship between Luke and Sally 
and the difficulties they face due to 
his disabilities. Any commentary on 
the war itself is indirect and in- 
terwoven; it doesn’t come right out 
and say ‘war is bad,’ ’’ Wolff said. 

Wolff participated in ap- 
proximately 30 hospital scenes, for 
which he had to be on the set each 
day by 7 a.m. The 30mile drive 
from La Verne to Rancho Los 


varied conditions. On the last day 
there, members surveyed in sleet, 
wind and intermittent snow flurries 
as the leading edge of a September 
hurricane hit the Sierra. Then they 
hiked out, with 50 pound packs, 
covering the last two hours in 
darkness. 


Scientific equipment made up 
much of the weight of their packs. 
“It was necessary to evaluate 
surveying techniques and select the 
lightest but most efficient 
instruments,” Trent said. ‘‘Richard 
Sands, president of All Cities 
Engineering Inc., Pomona, and a 
part time instructor at Citrus 
College, was most helpful in this 
regard ... He gave me instruction in 
a new surveying technique using 


than to be 


Amigos Hospital in Downey in- 
volved rising early in the morning, 
but he felt it was worth it. 

Although he has no lines in the 
film, Wolff can be spotted in one 
scene playing the harmonica while 
fellow patient Bobby Carradine 
plays guitar 

Wolff said the most important 
part of his experience was not 
necessarily in being in the movie 
itself. 

“The part that was really signifi- 
cant for me was being able to 
counsel people as to what it’s like to 
be disabled. I think that through this 
experience people learned that be- 
ing physically handicapped is cer- 
tainly different that being able to 
walk around, but that it’s not as 
terrible as people think it is.” 

One outstanding feature in the 
whole experience for Wolff was the 
feeling of unity among those in- 
volved in the production. He was 
made personally aware of the 
cohesiveness among members of 
the production through an accident 
he had while on the set 

“In one scene a guy was getting 
out of a gurney, and as he stood up it 
fell over on my foot. I felt a little 
sensation of pain. They took me to 
have it X-rayed, but nothing was 
broken. But it was really something 
how almost everybody came up to 
me over the next few days and asked 
how my foot was. The stars, even 
the director asked me.”’ 

The film will be released this 
winter, following some final editing 
and a screening in the fall. 

His appetite whetted by this, his 
first film, Wolff is considering join- 
ing the Actor’s Guild and investing 
more time in films 

“I don’t know if every movie set 
will have the same kind of unity and 
closeness we experienced doing ‘Go- 
ing Home,’ but I think I’d like to try 
it and see what’s out there. I believe 
I could enjoy doing this type of thing 
more often.”

more of the cervical nerve 
roots and-or intermittent 
compression of the verte- 
bral artery. 

As many of you know, 
I've always maintained 
that too many headaches 
are passed off as resulting 
from eye strain or emo- 
tional stress. 

Of course, what Dr. 
Braff is saying, in plain 
language, is that nine of 
ten headaches are due to 
spinal misalignment. This 
figure is well in accord

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Let lawnmower 


safety prevail 


The voice of the turtle — and the lawnmower — are 
being heard in the land. 

And along with the roar and whine of the mower are 
cries of anguish from the victims of its powerful blades. 

With at least 50 million power mowers whirring away, 
hospitals expect more than 125,000 patients to be rushed 
into emergency rooms this year with cuts, bruises, 
contusions, sprains, fractures — and worse — inflicted 
by the rotary and reel blades designed to keep lawns in 
trim 

The Department of Safety and Research of the 
Combined Insurance Company of America reports that 
most of the injured are victims of their own 
carelessness. While operators of mowers are the 
principal sufferers from their own negligence, the toll 
also includes innocent bystanders, mainly women and 
children who become targets of mishandled mowers and 
the sticks and stones they fling at bullet speed 

To help reduce the toll taken by mowers, safety 
experts recommend the following precautions 

— Never allow children or even other adults to operate 
your mower unless they fully understand its operation 
Never allow young children to operate a mower nor 
allow a child to ride with you on your mower 

— Before turning on a mower, clear the lawn of objects 
such as sticks and stones that can be hurled by the 
blades 

— Concentrate on what you are doing. Never leave the 
mower running. Never remove grass or twigs without 
turning off the motor 

— Mow only in daylight or good artificial light 

— Wear sturdy shoes — not sneakers — (and never go 
barefoot) — and don close-fitting clothing that cannot 
become entangled in the machinery 

— Handle gasoline with care. Never remove the gas 
tank cap or add fuel while the engine is running or hot. 
Let the engine cool before refueling. Wipe up all spills. 
Never smoke while refueling 

— Try to mow only when grass is dry; wet grass is 
slippery and hazardous 

— When using a walking mower, never try to pull it 
backward, lest it run over your feet

Night blooming flowers 


For a new novelty in the 
garden, how about 
considering night blooming 
flowers? 

The plants comprising 
this group are a select few 
with a certain charm rarely 
surpassed. Besides, many 
are extra sweet scented and 
beautiful. Surely the air of 
mystery and the suspense of 
waiting for their blooms to 
open must intrigue you! 


Possibly, the most 
famous of this group is the 
night blooming Cereus 
whose several varieties are 
all reknown for their 
spectacular blossoms which 
grow up to 14’ across. 
Admittedly, each flower 
lasts but one night, yet even 
that short ime is enough to 
impress you with their 
magnificence. While the 
plants themselves are 


Moderation key 
for pruning 


For some pruning is a 
chore to be avoided; for 
others it’s a great release to 
get out there and chop off 
branches. However, as in 
most things moderation is 
the key. Too little can be as 
ineffective to the plant as 
too much 

The purposes of pruning 
are several. Training and 
shaping plants, keeping 
them healthy by removing 
dead or diseased parts, en- 
couraging flowering, etc., 
are just a few of the pur- 
poses. And, it’s not as com- 
plicated as you might think. 
Simple thinning is usually 
all that is needed for most 
of the shrubs you're 
probably growing. Once you 
understand how pruning 
will affect the plant and if 
you have a clear idea of 
your eventual goal, it’s not 
nearly as difficult. 

The type of pruning cut 
you use is very important. A 
heading cut is made by cut- 
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25% ofr 


ting only a part of the 
branch off. This technique 
causes buds to sprout 
directly below that cut 
resulting in many strong 
branches growing from a 
single point. A much better 
technique is known as thin- 
ning. To thin, cut off a 
branch either completely 
back to its origin or to 
another lateral branch. This 
spreads the invigorating 
effect throughout the entire 
plant rather than at a few 
specific points. Buds are 
stimulated to grow all over 
the piant which will even- 
tually produce a more 
pleasing shape. Also, the 
cuts themselves are less 
conspicuous and will give 
the plant a more natural 
appearance. Either method 
you use, go easy on slow 
growing mature plants. 
Severe pruning often leaves 
open bare branches that are 
reluctant to sprout new 
growth. 
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overshadowed by the 
blooms, they are very tough 
and undemanding. 

A little less exotic but 
still excitingly different is 
the Moonflower 
(Calonyction aculeatum) a 
vigorous climbing perennial 
grown as an annual in cold 
winter areas. It has a large, 
up to 6’ white, Morning 
Glorylike flowers opening 
in early evening which emit 
sweet scents as they unfold. 
This plant is happiest in 
lean soil and hot sunny 
locations. Don’t pamper it 
or you'll get foliage without 
flowers. To grow along 
with these try the night 
blooming species of 
Evening Primroses. They 
also like lean soil and sunny 
spots. Their bright yellow, 
cupped flowers make a 
lovely show. Don’t forget 
the Four O’clocks either. 
These annuals open their 
perky flowers in late 
afternoon and provide color 
with red, pink, white and 
yellow trumpets. 

A robust, self-sowing 
annual that will thrive in 


the shade is the Flowering 
Tabacco (Nicotiana). Its 
tubular, starry white 
flowers are also very 
fragrant. Another annual 
with an even more 
commanding fragrance is 
the Night Scented Stock. 
The pale lilac flowers aren’t 
especially significant, but 
their perfume certainly is. 


Finally, for a nice daytime 
display as well as wonderful 
evening scents, try Sweet 
Rockets (Hesperis 
matronalis). The biennial 
likes shade and self-sows 
readily so give it room. 


Plant these lovely species 
in pots on your terrace or in 
the garden nearby. Their 
culture is generally simple 
whether in containers or the 
ground. Just make sure 
they’re near at hand in 
order to fully enjoy them. 


You might also consider 
planting other light colored 
day annuals and installing 
strategic lighting to further 
emphasize the beauty of 
your night garden. 


Trees: energy savers 


- CHICAGO — Have you ever thought of trees as energy-, 


saving devices? They can be, if they’re tall deciduous 
trees planted on the south, west or east side of your 
home, or tall evergreens planted on the north side. 

Shade produced by deciduous trees during hot summer 
months reduces the amount of solar heat in your home 
and lessens the burden placed on your air conditioning 
system. 

Evergreens block icy blasts of wind from the north, 
thus easing the work the furnace would have to do to 
maintain reasonable warmth in the home. 

This and other energy saving tips are offered as part of

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COOL PLANT — Fuchsia flowers all summer 
long with proper care. You may think of it in 
association with cooler climates, but even gar- 
deners in the hot inland valleys can have these 
beautiful blossoms with only a little extra tender, 
loving care.

Top runners set for 
annual Mt. Baldy race 


Some 100 of the best distance 
runners in California will once again 
tackle the problems of steep grade, 
thin air and precarious footing in the 
12th annual Mt. Baldy to the Peak 
Race on Labor Day, Sept. 5. 


Starting at 10 a.m. at the parking 
lot of the Mt. Baldy Ski Lift, the 
runners, after a brief downhill 
stretch, will climb nearly 4,000 ver- 
tical feet in the next 7% miles, 
finishing at Mt. San Antonio Peak, 
known locally as Old Baldy, tower- 
ne a little over 10,000 feet above sea 
evel. 


Overall record for this extremely 


difficult run is held by Chuck Smead 
of Oxnard, who won the race in a lit- 
tle over 62 minutes in 1972. Smead 
has won the race every year he has 
entered it since 1971. He did not 
compete in 1974. Smead is the ob- 
vious favorite to win the event again 
this year. 

Last year’s running saw the 
breaking of a number of class 
records. 

New records were set in the 
Women’s Open Class, Men’s 40-49 
years class, Men’s 50-59 class and 
the Boys’ 15 and under class. 

Trophies again will be awarded in 
these classes, and in the Open Divi- 


sion, the Men’s 16-18 class, the 
Girls’ class and the Women 
Veterans’ class (30 and over). 

A new class has been added this 
year, the Men’s Submasters, for 
men 35 to 39, and trophies and 
awards will be awarded in all these 
classes. 

The race, sanctioned by the AAU 
and supported by the Mt. Baldy Fire 
Department, is one of the most dif- 
ficult and demanding races in 
California, as well as one of the 
most scenic for runners and spec- 
tators.

| Laetrile exploitation 


EDITOR’S NOTE: The 
following statement was 
delivered July 12 by Donald 
Kennedy, commissioner of 
the Food and Drug 
Administration, to the U.S. 
Senate Subcommittee on 
Health and Scientific 
Research Committee on 
Human Resources. 


By Donald Kennedy 

I should like to begin with 
a statement: 

“T know that there are ... 
people who believe in their 
hearts that Laetrile will 
cure them, and I have deep 
sympathy for these people. 
But there are 200,000,000 
people whose health and 
safety depend on some 
measure on the integrity of 
the FDA The com- 
missioner of food and drugs 
has neither the moral or the 
legal right to disregard the 
laws of Congress and the 
evidence of science. We 
cannot and will not permit 
the introduction of Laetrile 
into interstate commerce.”’ 

This statement was 
actually made by then-FDA 
Commissioner James 
Goddard 12 years ago, and I 
have substituted the name 
Laetrile for the name 
Krebiozen — the cancer 
fraud of that time. 

Before Krebiozen was 
proved worthless by FDA it 
gave false hopes to 
thousands of American 
cancer victims, and bilked 
them of millions of dollars.

It is important to view the 
Laetrile question in this 
historical perspective, 
because in its pattern of 
promotion, in its reliance on 
people’s frustration with 
the medical 
“establishment,’’ and its 
use of testimonials Laetile 
is retracing precisely the 
course of these earlier 
remedies. 

A “new drug” 

FDA has been asked to 
provide a district court in 
Oklahoma with an 
administrative record on 
which the court could 
review the basis for FDA’s 
contention that Laetrile is a 
“new drug’’ under the 
Federal Food, Drug and 
Cosmetic Act, thus 
requiring premarket 
approval by the agency 
before it can be lawfully 
distributed. 

In compiling that record, 
FDA has received written 
submissions from 
proponents of Laetrile and 
from the scientific and 
medical community. In 
addition, we held two days 
of public hearings in Kansas 
City, Missouri, May 2 and 3, 
1977. 

We have now prepared 
our analysis of that record; 
and it will be published in

Legislation creating a 
small claims court hearing 
procedure for complaints 
involving disputed utility 
charges in the amount of 
$750 or less was approved 
last week by the Assembly 
Finance, Insurance and 
Commerce Committee. 

State Senator William 
Campbell (R-33), author of 
SB 266, said that ‘‘many 
Californians who are over- 
billed or who otherwise 
have legitimate claims 
against utility companies 
are faced with the cumber-

personal belief. 

I know you share my view 
that Congress was wise so 
to insist. It is not 
uncommon for the course of 
cancer, or that of other 
diseases, to fluctuate. 
Patients experience 
complete remission for 
causes that are unknown. 
Almost 20 percent of all 
patients with breast cancer 
will survive for five years 
without any treatment 
whatever. Many patients 
who receive one therapy 
are receiving others at the 
same time. Both patients 
and physician are under 
serious temiptation to 
believe that a ‘‘cure”’ 
which may be only a remis- 
sion — is attributable to a 
particular therapy. 

This is why we insist on 
controlled clinical trials, 
this is why we cannot trust 
testimonials, no matter how 
poignant they are and no 
matter how deeply we may 
sympathize with those who 
provide them. 

Not exempt 

We did not find any 
evidence that Laetrile is 
exempt from the premarket 
approval requirements for 
new drugs by virtue of being 
‘‘grandfathered.’’ No 
evidence was presented to 
us that experts in 1962 
recognized Laetrile to be 


safe and effective in the | 


treatment and management 
of cancer; none of the 
experts who submitted 
testimony knows of 
scientific reports on which 
such recognition could have 


been predicated, or knows | 


of medcial text or medical 
schools where use of the 
substance(s) are 
recommended or taught, or 
knows of medical experts 


who were then or are now of } 


the view that Laetrile has 


any useful effect in treating | 


cancer. 


The most important | 


outcome of our analysis of 


this lengthy administrative | 


record is one that emerges 
entirely from the assertions 
of its proponents. It is 
simply this: Those who 
wish us to legalize Laetrile 
cannot give us a consistent 
picture of what it is or what 
it does. 

It is either amygdalin or a 
substance called 1-mandel- 
onitrile beta gluconoside, 
from which Laetrile was 
originally named, or it is a 
mixture of these and other 
compounds, or it is these 
plus some enzymes, 
depending on who you ask 
and when you ask. 

It is either drug or a 
vitamin, in which case it is 
unique because there is no 
deficiency disease 
associated with it; it is 
either to be taken by 
injection or orally, in which 
case it is actually toxic and 
sometimes lethal. 


In short, it has no fixed 


identity in literature of its 


proponents. It also has no 
fixed identity in the hands 
of our analytical chemists, 
who find that the amount of 
amygdalin and the ratio of 
its isomeric forms varies

I do not know of any 
honest therapy that lacks an 
identity to this degree. 

Indeed, in sifting the 
strange mixture of nomen- 
clature, alleged chemical 
identity, and proposed 
mechanism of action that 
comprises Laetrile’s 
record of the past 25 years, 
one becomes gradually 
convinced that these 
uncertainties are not 
accidental. They provide an 
effective cover for the 
promoters, since failure to 
achieve a result can always 
be attributed to having used 
the wrong material and 
arguments against one 
hypothesis of action can 
always be met by 
embracing another. There 
is substantial incentive to 
cover one’s tracks in such a 
business. Laetrile pays, and 
pays well. 

Victimized twice 

If I have sounded a little 
angry in these proceedings 
it is because I am. I hope, 
however, that I am not seen 
as unsympathetic, because 
in fact my anger derives 
from the sympathy I feel 
for those cancer patients 
who turn to Laetrile. They 
are being victimized twice 
— once by their disease and 
once by the profiteers. 

One hears a good deal 
from Laetrile supporters 
about ‘‘freedom of choice.” 
The importance of that 
freedom was underscored 
in 1962 by President 
Kennedy in his consumer 
message; and it is 
important to remember 
that in his list of four basic 
consumer rights ‘‘the right 
to choose’”’ directly followed 
another right — ‘‘the right 
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MWD tax rate 


to be informed.”’ 

President Kennedy knew, 
and we should all be 
reminded, that the only free 
choices are informed 
choices. To say that the 
Laetrile promoters are 
offering cancer patients 
free choices is to debase the 
concept of freedom beyond 
all recognition. 

The conviction of cancer 
patients who believe firmly 
that they are being helped 
by Laetrile is real, and they 
present powerful and 
moving appeals. One can 
understand why they do so; 
cancer, the disease 
Americans fear more than 
they fear war, has for 
decades resisted the best 
efforis of science to provide 
a cure. We now think 
we know why it is not a 
single disease but a whole 
set of diseases — many of 
them complex, largely en- 
vironmental origin. Cancer 
probably does not even have 
a single cure; yet a single 
cure is exactly what the 
afflicted person hopes for 
most desperately. The con- 
vincing salesperson who 
ofers one for a price is like 
to make a sale — not only 
with the patient, but with 
family and loved ones. 


When I hear testimonials 
from such patients, it is 
hard for me to control my 
anger at their exploiters. 
And I think it is a deplorable 
suggestion that this 
government should, on the 
falsely applied issue of 
“freedom of choice,” stand 
aside and allow vulnerable 
people to be exploited by a 
therapy that is unproven in 
merit, false in its promise, 
and even uncertain in its 
identity.

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Fumigation of homes 


Techniques save money 


Modern fumigation techniques 
save homeowners millions of dollars 
annually by avoiding expensive 
replacement costs to homes and 
buildings infested with insect pests, 
according to Lee Blevins, San 
Bernardino/Riverside District 
chairman of Pest Control 
Operations of California, Inc 

“Before fumigation was de- 
veloped, termite repair costs could 
Tun a few thousand dollars for an 
infested home,’”’ Blevins pointed out 
“But with modern fumigation we 
can do the job for far less,’’ he 
continued 

Prior to 1950, termite eradication 
literally involved extensive 
rebuilding operations since siding 
and stucco had to be stripped from 
the building in order to effectively 
treat all infected areas, explained 
the area official of PCOC, a 
statewide non-profit trade 
association. 

The widespread infestation of the 
drywood termite in California led to 
the development of different 


techniques and finally to the use of 
the tarpaulin and modern 
fumigation about 1949-50. The 
tarpaulin, which envelopes an entire 
building, seals in chemical gases 
which effectively eradicates 
termites 

Tarping is far less costly, and 
more effective than the stripping 
methods previously used. However, 
there is an ever-present danger if 
people disregard warnings when a 
house is tarped. 


The PCOC official cautioned that 
since present fumigation techniques 
require evacuation of the home for a 
period of time, homeowners should 
seek cooperation of neighbors in 
reporting intruders to police. 

Despite warnings posted by the 
fumigator, violations by intruders 
can result in serious physical harm, 
even death, from exposure to 
chemicals used in control 
treatment 


The pest control expert suggested 


that homeowners and owners or 
managers of commerical firms who 
are concerned with infestation 
problems should seek the assistance 
of professionally qualified pest 
control operators. 


Beyond treatment of individual 
homes, fumigation techniques are 
utilized to control infestations 
involving commercial/industrial 
operations such as brewerys, freight 
ship holds, commodities on docks 
and even K-Rations. 


For example, fumigators 
eliminated an _ infestation of 
federally quarantined kaphra 
beetles which inflitrated California. 
Due to fumigation, this beetle is 
almost non-existant in California 
today.

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Read electric, 
gas meters 


NEW YORK -— It’s easier to save 
energy if you know how much you’re 
using. One of the best ways to find 
out is to read your own gas and elec- 
tric meters. 

The electric meter measures the 
use of kilowatt-hours of electricity, 
and the gas meter records the 
number of cubie feet of natural gas 
consumed. 

Consumers are reminded 
however, that the zero on the dials 
stands for 10. So if the pointer is 
between zero and 9, you should 
record 9 

Normally, each meter has four 
dials. which should be read from left 
to right. If the pointer is between 
two numbers on the dial, you should 
record the lower number. 


The same procedure works for gas 
meters, with this one exception: 
The four-digit number shown on 
your dials must be multiplied by 100, 
because when the pointer on the 
right hand dial moves from one 
number to another, the use of 100 
cubic feet of natural gas is recorded. .

Vets aid breeders

Many veterinarians serve 
as consultants’ to 
commercial animal 
breeders besides providing 
medical treatment for the 

family pet. 

Breeders maintain more 
animals than the average 
pet owner. Their objective 
is usually to upgrade a 
specific breed of dog or cat 
or to raise a number of 
quality puppies or kittens. 
Breeders have all the needs 
of the person with one or 
two pets, plus a special 
interest in pregnancy and 
nutrition. 

The success of the kennel 
or cattery depends in large 
measure on the proper 
mating, pregnancy and 
whelping of the brood 
female. Each step in this

series is important to the 
birth of healthy offspring. 

The veterinarian and 
breeder both focus attention 
on the brood female and 
have developed special 
solutions for the problems 
of the pregnant dog. One of 
these is an exercise 
program which improves 
muscle tone of the uterus 
and reduces difficulties at 
whelping time. Combined 
with the use of special 
equipment, the program 
has increased the number of 
live pups per litter for many 
breeders. 

Veterinarians have also 
studied whelping 
difficulties in female dogs 
with small pelvises that 
bear large - headed puppies. 
They discovered that 
Caesarian deliveries could 
routinely be performed on 
selected animals of certain 
breeds — like Boston 


terriers or bulldogs — to 
reduce stress and save 
puppies. 

Of course the breeder is 
interested in other animals 
besides the brood female. 
The breeder and 
veterinarian work together 
to develop a program of 
preventive medicine for the 
entire kennel. With its 
concentration of animals in 
close quarters, a kennel is 
highly susceptible to 
outbreaks of infectious 
disease. From the 
veterinarian’s point of 
view, this means 
involvement beyond the 
basic medical serivces of 
diagnosis, treatment and 
surgery. It means 
answering questions about 
kennel construction, 
equipment, extra planning 
for sanitation and nutrition. 

Dealing directly with the 
kennel owner on a regular 


basis, veterinarians can 
also help eliminate (instead 
of just treat) congenital 
defects. Often, as 4 
breeder strives for 
perfection in a breed of cat 


or dog, genetic defects are | 


magnified through 


inbreeding. 


For this reason, 
veterinarians give kennel 
puppies a thorough medical 
examination at 6 weeks of 
age for congenital defects 
and overall health status. 
Their eyes, ears, teeth, 
heart and lung functions are 
checked. Hernias are 
repaired and appropriate 
medication given if 
parasites are detected. 


This professional 
assistance enables the 
breeder to better evaluate 
his or her stock and the 
possibility of unfavorable 
results from certain 
crosses. In addition, 
puppies or kittens that are 
weaned and ready for 
shipping are given 
immunizations to avoid 
outbreaks of contagious

How safe are microwave 
ovens? 

Ovens manufactured 
since October, 1971 are not 
likely to cause any health 
problems. If you have an 


older oven, it is best to 
stand at least a full arm’s 
length away while it is 


operating to be sure you are 
safe from the radiating 
waves. (Microwaves 
rapidly lose their intensity 
as they travel away from 
their source, thus even this 
short distance 
protection. ) 


Like other electrical 


equipment microwave 
ovens might cause 
interference with certain 


heart pacemakers 


The ovens’ microwaves 
are a form of 
electromagnetic energy. 
Their frequency and wave 
length are intermediate 
between radio waves and 
infrared waves. 
Microwaves are a 
nonionizing form of 
radiation and will not make 
food or other materials 
radioactive. As microwave 
energy is absorbed, it 
produces a rise in 
temperature. In foods, the 
rise is rapid and the food 
cooks quickly. Metallic 
materials, such as oven 
walls, grids and screens 
reflect most microwave 
energy while glass and 
many nonmetallic wrapping 
provides materials allow 
microwaves to pass 
through. 

If you follow the 
manufacturer’s instruc 
tions, there appears to be 
little risk in using commer- 
cially available microwave 
ovens, which are tested 
during production by the 
federal Food and Drug Ad- 


ministration to be sure they |

comply with safety regula- 
tions that went into effect in 
October, 1971. 

However, all users of 
microwave ovens should 
keep in mind the following 
safety tips: 

- Follow the 
manufacturer’s instruction 
manual for recommended 
operating procedures and 
safety precautions. 

— Examine a new oven 
for evidence of shipping 
damage. 

— Never operate a 
microwave oven if the door 
does not close firmly or if it 
is bent, warped or 
otherwise damaged. 

_— Never insert objects 
through the door grill or 
around the door seal. 

— Never tamper with or 
inactivate the oven safety 
interlocks. 

— Frequently clean the 
inside of the oven, the door 
and door seals with water 
and mild detergent. Do not 
use scouring pads, steel 
wool or other abrasives. 


Microwave oven safety § 


— Never attempt to dry 
items in the oven. 

— Have a qualified 
serviceman check the oven 
regularly for signs of wear, 
damage or tampering. 

If you have an oven 
manufactured before 
October, 1971, always 
remember to switch the 
oven to ‘‘off’’ before 
opening the door and to stay 
at least an arm’s length 
away from the front of the 
oven while it is on. 

It is impossible to tell if 
an individual oven produced 
before 1971 is emitting 
radiation unless it is 
properly tested. Some 
microwave dealers and 
commercial service 
organizations will test older 
ovens. A number of federal, 
state and local programs 
also provide this service. 
Your state or local health 
department or the’ nearest 
office of the Food and Drug 
Administration can tell you 
where this testing is 
available in your area.

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You keep getting a busy signal in the middle of the 
afternoon while trying to place that important business 
call. 

Or you try to reach a close relative long-distance only 
to hear a frustrating ‘‘buzz-buzz-buzz”’ before your call 
ever gets through 

Ever wonder why? 

‘Basically, it’s because a lot of other people are doing 
the same thing you are at the same time,”’ said George 
Janesick, local manager for General Telephone 
Company. 

Janesick observed that company records reveal 
definite calling patterns throughout the business day and 
during the seven-day week 

“Of the 88.451 toll (long-distance) calls placed on an 
average business day in the Ontario-Upland area, the 
greatest number are completed between 10 a.m. and 
noon, and between 2:30 and 4:30 p.m.,”’ he said. 

On a seasonal basis, the heaviest number of toll calls 
occurs from September through November. 

‘This is true of both customer dialed and operator- 
handled calls as well as calls for directory assistance, 
Janesick explained 

This sudden surge of telephone activity during the day 
results in a situation not unlike a freeway traffic jam. 
While traffic may flow smoothiy most of the day and 
night, during the rush hour it comes to a virtual 
standstill. 

“This same principal applies during ‘peak calling 
times’ which is the equivalent to the freeway system 
‘rush hour,’ ” Janesick said. 

“For economic reasons, the telephone network is not 
designed to handle every customer’s call simultaneously 
because, as a rule, not everyone has a need to call at the 
same time. And, since heavy calling occurs only during a 
few hours a day, it would be economically unsound to 
have great numbers of telephone lines idle during the low 
volume calling times,” Janesick said. 

“For best and quickest results, non-business 
customers should try to make long-distance calls on

dianapolis and Pocono. 


A change in technical 
rules, which restricted 
manifold pressure for the 
next four years, was mainly 
responsible for the longevi- 


ty of Unser’s 200 m.p.h. 
dashes. No driver has hit 
the magical 200 barrier at 
OMS since, but, with a 
relaxation of the manifold 
limitations this year, 
several double century laps 
are almost certain. 


Because of the problems 
he has experienced thus far 
in the 1977 season, Unser 
himself is not considered a 
strong candidate to erase 
his own marks, although he 
is never one to be counted 
out. 


Offy ‘four-banger 
losing out to eights 


The somewhat ancient 
four - cylinder Drake - 
Offenhauser racing engine 
isn’t dead, some California 
500 experts say, but the 
eight - cylinder powerplants 
have gained a strong 
foothold. 

Cars powered by eight - 
cylinder engines ran 1-2-3 in 
this year’s Memorial Day 
classic at Indianapolis. 

A.J. Foyt, who won the 
million - dollar race for a 
record fourth time, utilized 
a V-8 originated by Ford. 
“Super Tex” bought all the 
Ford V-8 racing engines a 
few years ago, modified 
them and has been running 
them as Foyts. 

Second - place Tom 
Sneva, who won the pole 
position for the 61st classic 
at record speeds, including 
two of four laps in the 200 
m.p.h. range, used an eight 
- cylinder Cosworth engine 
in his McLaren — an all - 
British combination. 

Third - place Al Unser 
also used a Cosworth. His 
team, headed by former 
race winner Parnelli Jones 
and Vel Miletich, has spent 
about $500,000 experimen-

ting with the Cosworth the 
last two years. And it was a 
Cosworth in Unser’s car 
that won last year’s 
Schaefer 500 at Pocono 
International Raceway. 

All the others in the top 10 
this year at Indy used four - 
cylinder engines — mostly 
the conventional tur- 


bocharged Drake - 
Offenhauser ‘‘four - 
bangers.” 


Two - time Indy (1968-76) 
and Cal 500 (1974-76) winner 
Bobby Unser, second only 
to Sneva in Indy 
qualifications this year, 
also used the Drake engine, 
but was quoted as saying it 
no longer was competitive 
with the V-8s. He is ex- 
pected to shift to a 
Cosworth by race time, 
although officially listed 
with an Offy. 

Still, a car driven by a 
four - cylinder engine 
similar to the Drake - Offy 
came within 15 laps of win- 
ning the race. Gordon John- 
cock, in one of George 
Bignotti’s Wildcats, led 129 
of the 200 laps and appeared 
headed for victory lane 
when his ‘‘four banger’

The Drake Engineering 
Corp. of nearby Irvine is 
cognizant of a possible 
trend from four to eight - 
cylinder engines. In fact, 
Drake is working on an 
eight and may offer it for 
next year’s speedway race 
on an experimental basis. 

John D. Drake, president 
of the firm; George Salih, 
an old hand in auto racing, 
and Hans Hermann, their 
German - born chief 
engineer, scrutinized 
preparations for this year’s 
Indy race on a daily basis. 

They said the consensus 
was that an eight - cylinder 
engine, once its reliability 
has been established, will 
be superior to a four in 
every respect.
